SYRIA'S OBJECTION

right to bring the case before the 
International Court.” 

Fadhit Jamali (Irag) sald: “We 
phall vote against partition because 
we belleve {t to be unjust, ,im- 
practical against the Charter, and a 
danger to International pence."

“We want them to stand on thelr 
own fect, loolt the world in the 
face and, with dignity, demonstrate 
thelr own {ndependence and their 
own Innate power to male and ade 
mminiaier their own institutlon,” he 
sald, 

The Senntor assented that the 
current riots, strikes and unrest In 
France and Italy were directly 
almed at sabotaging both the re- 
covery of those nations in general 
and the American ald programmes 
{n_ particular, 

“We cannot witness the destruc- 
tlon of democracy and the substitu- 
tlon of cruel and savage Commu- 
nism,” Senator Connally said. 

Proclulming that “destiny has laid. 
Its hand” on the United States, 
which he described as the most 
powerful nation on carth, Senator 
Connally added: “Men in distant 
parts look to the United States and 
love it and then vencrate it as the 
land of justice and democracy, 

“They look to it with longing cycs 
and hungering hearts. They look to 
{t as a redecmer and Uberator who 
will break the chains of slavery from 
their festering limbs. 

Noble Leadership 

"For the sake of the world, for 
the sake of mankind and for our 
own sakes, the United States must 
fot surrender its noble leadership 
that points the way to freedom and 
democracy for mankind.” 

Senator Alexander Smith (Re- 
publican of New Jersey) sald that 
If the United States wiluhdrew from 
Furope and refused it aid, it would 
moan the enskvement of a whole 
continent by the Moscow clique. If 
France ond Italy went, Greceo and 
Turkey would go.

U.S. AWAR 
FOR BRITONS 


Britain voluntarily auspended 
drawings on the balance. of 
the US$3,750,000,000 loan on 
August. 20 Inst when ‘she 
unilaterally refused to convert 
further sterling into dollars for 
countries other than the United 


States. 

The loan agreement had obliged 
Britain to convert sterling, subject to 
limitations 40 be worked © out in 
financial agreements with other 
countries, These safeguards proved 
insufficient to prevent a run on the 
pound, however, 

British hopes that the ‘United 
States would permit them again to 
dip into the loan were based, on 
successful re-negotiation of four ‘of 
21 suspended ‘convertibility pacts 
during November and the scheduled 
re-negotintion of four more in De- 
‘comber, : 

The new pacts already have set a 
pattern. for the others to follow. 
Tho Unlted States Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr Snyder, sald during 
his visit ‘In October that the Uni'cd 
States would not object to resumption 
of drawings once the trend for te- 
negotinted agreements ; had been 
established. 


Informal Soundings 


Lord Inverchapel, British Ambnas- 
ador -to tho United States, und 
Treasury exports. in Washington 
have kept the United States informed 
of tho progress of convertibility 
negotuntions, Thoy may havo oven 
made informal soundings recarding 
the relonso of the loan balance.
